ment. 


"It is my duty to support

MINE SCENE OF 


LATEST TRAGEDY 


FORT SMITH, Ark., Feb. 24.— 


(AP).—Two men were known to 
have been killed aud 16 others 
wore believed to be dead as the 
result of an explosion today in a 
mine of the Mama Coal company 
at Jenny Lind; Ark., 11 miles from 
here. 
Rescue workers were im- 


peded by fire in the wrecked mine. 


Miners who escaped said they 


saw the bodies of Dorris Temple- 
ton, 
23, nephew of W. E. Temple- 


ton mine superintendent, and Vel- 
entitle Berzack, 40, a pit boss. 


When the 
explosion occurred 


125 men were in 
mine number 3. 


Of these, 107 escaped, and 1G men 
were unaccounted for. 
A curtain 


of fire in the 3,500 foot slope of the 
mine prevented 
rescue 
workers 


from 
reaching them. 
The fire 


was ono half mile from the entry. 


It i.s believed by mine officials 


that the eplosion occurred in mine 
number 18, which is joined to num- 
ber 3, The 107 men 
escaped 


through the slope of mine number 
20, which also is joined. 


A crowd of about 2,000 persons 


was at the entry of the all-fated 
mine at noon. Cries of relatives of 
the improsioned miners added to 
the air of tragedy.

(AP)—Fifteen to eighteen men are 
believed to have been killed by an 
explosion in mine No. S of the Ma- 
nia Coal company at Jenny, Ark., 
near here at 8:30 a.'m. today.

Canal from the Altantic ocean in 
Llmon Bay, a ship proceeds seven 
miles up a sea level channel to 
Gatun, where it is lifted eighty five 
feet by mean's of a flight of three 
locks, passing thence into (Gatun 
lake, an artifically created sheet 
of water, 164 square miles in area. 
This lake has been formed by im- 
pounding the waters of the Charges 
river by means of the great dam 
at Gatun. 


In appearance, the dam is a 


huge mass of earth piled up across 
the valley, joining 
the hills on 


either side and forming a part of 
the scenery. 
After entering the 


lake a vessel may go at almost 
full speed for a distance of twen- 
ty,-three miles, where it reaches 
the entrance to the Culebra cut. 
The width of the channel through 
the lake varies from 1,000 to 700 
feet, and through the cut to about 
300 feet. 


At Pedro Miguel locks the ves- 


sel is lowered 30 feet to the level 
of Miraflores lake. Passing through 
the lake the vessel arrives at Miro- 
flores locks where it is lowered B5 
fe,et to the sea level channel on 
the Pacific side whence it steams 
eight miles to deep water in the 
Pacific.
